A, E, Candusso, editor 
of FSIC BULLETIN (P. 0. Drawer G-Akron, Ohio) and Mrs. Candusso, co- 
editor wrote their own front page scoop in the May-June issue of their 
always interesting magazine. : :

Staff Member Visits Observatory and UFO Sites 


fed Phillips, Jr., ‘SKYLOOK reporter and feature writer, and Mps. 
~Phillios, of Sedalia, Mo. made a vacation trip through some of the 
western and southwestern states in June: With Mr. Phillips' interest 
in astronomy and ufology, it is not surprising to learn they visited 
the Corralitos observatory, stopped at a meteor crater, and observed 
_ the area of two well-known UFO incidents. 


Tne Corralitos observatory is in Las Cruces, New Mexico and is op- 
erated by Northwestern University and directed by Dr.-J. Allen Hynek 
of the university's astronomy department, with Justus R, Dunlap as 
resident director. Dr. Hynek was at the observatory at the time of © 
the Phillips' visit, Jyne 18, andi with My, Dunlap .explained some of 
the work being déne there and "answered our many questions." 


Some new equipment is being tested. The large telescope is a 24- 
inch Cassegrain reflector used -in conjunction with an image--orthicon 
tube. The observatory is operated with NASA support for the primary 
purpose of detecting transient changes on the moon. Type observer sits 
‘in a room: below the telescope, seeing the moon on a monitor screen. 

A 3-color filter wneel, Mr. Phillips explained, permits examination 

at successive wavelengths. The area seen is 6 minutesof arc square. 
The program began in November, 1965, 2nd since then over 3,000 hours 
‘of lunar ‘surveillance have been completed. During this time no local- 
ized lunar events have been seen. pols 


Mr..and Mps. Phillips saw the telescope system at work, seeing 
the moon and several star fields. "The light amplification by the 
system is truly fantastic," Mr. Phillips reports, 


Off Highway 66 between Winslow and Fyagstaff, Arizona, tne Phillips 
saw the great meteor crater of Arizona. This crater is 570 feet deep 
and more than 4,000 fect across with the meteor or meteorites whicn 
formed it buried thousands of feet below. Meteoritic fragments are on 
display: in the museum on the rim of'the crater, and lectures are given 
which describe thé holocaust of nature. Even a postcard picture of 
this huge hole in the ground leaves one filled with awe-as the editor 
of SKYLOOK can testify. 


Doubtless all of our readers remember the case of Snippy the Horse 
(see September 1967 issue of SKYLUOK) and will recall it was: reported 
Snippy had been killed by.a UFO. Tye Phillips stopped at Alamosa, 
Colorado, and saw Snippy's skeleton displayed in front-cf a@ small - 
curio shop..

A Look at the SKY 


During the latter half of July and the first half of august the 

- planet Mercury will not be visible as it reaches superior conjunction 
on duly 22. Mercury is the smallest planet in the solar system with 
-& diameter of only 3,000 miles. A warm distance of 36 million miles 
from the sun, and because it is so close, it is never seen at any 
great distance above the horizon, and then ohly for short periods of 
- time. 


Venus, Shining at a brilliant -3.7 magnitude, rises about 3 hours 
before the sun. 14 will be quite near the lst magnitude star aldebaran. 
The planet's disc is currently 63% illuminated. 


That bright red object in the low southern i is the planet Mars 
and 18 visible throughout the evening in the constellation Scorpius. 
Iz can be seen near the red star antares, Mars has a diameter of 
4,200 miles and is a mean distance from the sun of.141,700,000 miles. 


The fourth planet from the sun, Jupiter, is seen in. the west-south- 
west for about 5 hours after sunset. I+ is a -1.4 magnitude and is 
in Virgo. T,is is the largest planet in the solar system with a diam- 
eter of 88,100 miles. It is 483,900,000 miles from the sun. 


The ringed planet Saturn may be seen from about midnight on in 

the southern sky. I+ is located in southern Aries and has a. magnitude. 
of 0.6. This planet has a diameter of 75,100 miles and is 887,100,000 
miles from the sun. 


Uranus is seen at the limit of visual magnitude near Jupiter and 
will appear as a greenish star seen ie tse binoculars. Tye planet 
has a diameter of 32,000 miles, but is 1,784,000,000 miles from the sun

The. smallest planet in our solar system is also the closest.to the 
sun, only 36,000,000 miles mean distance away. It has a diameter of 
sligutly over 3, 00 miles, with a period of rotation of about 83. days. 


Its close proximity to the sun prevents us from seeing the’ planet 
high above the horizon. As. we are always seeing -it through a very 
thick layer of atmosphere, we never get a realiy good look at its but 
it can be seen six per eee of time each year. 

The planet goes through phases as does Venus and our moon. astron- 
omers have been able to detect faint marzings on the surface. Mercury 
completes’ one rotation on its axis as it completes one revolution of 
the ‘Sun, one Side always turned toward the sun, the other turned away. 

The planet probably has very little atmosphere, if any, and would, 

of course, be quite hot. rte

Hundreds See UFO Streak Across Britain 


According to an article in the August 3rd issue of the NATIONAL 
ENQUIRER, hundreds of people from northern Scotland to southern England 
saw a torpedo-shaped UFO streak across the night sky, May 25th, 


All reports said the UFO was traveling south to north and official 
investigations were ordered by the British Ministry of Defense and the 
Royal Oy,servatory at Herstmonceux, A spokesman for the observatory 
Said their telescope was pointed at the moon at the time of the signt- 
ing and "we all had our backs to the position it traveled. . we missed 
the whole thing." 


Roy Holmes, a chemical salesman of Hornsey, said it was a beautiful 
-Clear night and he ha@ just left his home about 9:10 when "Suddenly 

I saw what appeared to be a great, long cylinder traveling at a-high 
speed across the sky. I; was frightening. The object was long and cyl-. 
inder-shaped with a blunt, rounded nose, sometning the shape of a tor- 
pedo. 14 was very high and it traveled across my whole field of vision 
relatively slowly. I4 took abe: ome minute. I+ was definitely not a 


meteorite because I have seen trou, uefore and it just Cidan'; look the 
same. I+ did not appear to he ge ling, but treveling at a determined 
height and in a straight horigert ~ line -nd on a course from south to 
north * * * when I first suw it, i: was glowing white, then it changed 


-to blue, then green, and then red. i+ was so brignt 1t lit up the 


top side of a cloud. ag it disappeared, it seemed to swoop down, then 
rise up again. I've never seen anything like it before." 


Descriptions given by other witnesses were essentiaily the same.

residence city). It is used to navigate off of and there is no two 
way communications capability (voice). 

4. The unfragmented portion was approximately 30 feet long with 
the fragmented tail extending for an additional 200 feet. 

5. I don't feel it was a meteor as I have ever seen them, but I 
did not rule out the possibility. 

6. I requested Kansas City Center (Federal Aviation Agency facility 
which controls IFR air traffic) to see if they lind an ubject on their 
radar in my Vicinity--they stated they covld not observe any otner re- 
turn in my immediate area. ‘pis is understandable due to the fact 
they rely heavily on transponder signals from the controlled aircraft 
(sent from the aircraft when triggered by the ground station radar 
pulse) and I doubt the object was so equipped. 

7. The object was.estimated to be traveling at about 500 to 700 
mph in the opposite direction, not 200 to 700 mph. 


I hope you print a corrected version so as to alleviate any con- 
fusion in the minds of knowledgeable individuals who carefuily read 
the account. .

Following are a few comments I would like to express in regard to 
the Major Richmond sighting which was reported in detail in the pre- 
vious issue of SKYLOOK. 


As. reported, the story of the Sighting is not MY story, but Major 
Richmond's. Tperefor, the "different view" expressed is not MY view 
but Major Richmond'.. 


A good investigator.sticks to the "facts" and arrives at his con~ 
clusions based upon. those facts which his investigation discloses, 
The point is that the conclusions drawn in this csse are the only log- 
ical conclusions that can be reached based upon the facts as given to 
the investigator by the witness. : 


Now, there are three basic reasons why this sighting report may 
seem to be in conflict with other reports of the "same" phenomena on 
the same date: eo 


1. The witness could be lying. 

2. Tye witness could be in error. 

3. The witness could haye seen a different object than 
that reported by the other observers. 


There is no reason whatsoever to believe number one; number two 
could be partially true; number three could very well be true. 


I would like all your readers also to consider two truths that I 
haye learned after 4,200 hours flying time as a pilot and many years 
as an investigator: 


i. Objects may appear quite different when observed from 
the ground at great distances as compared to when observed while in 
the air from close proximity. 


2. It is exceedingly difficult to accurately estimate the 
actual size or speed of an object either while standing on the ground 
looking up many miles away or in the air at very high altitude.
